DIPLOMATIC SECURITY TERMS 

1. This Change Transmittal updates 12 FAM 090, Definitions of Diplomatic 
Security Terms. 

• 12 FAM 091, Terms, has been revised to include the definition for a 
new entry, Thin Client, which is a desktop workstation that relies 
upon an enterprise architecture, with applications resident only on a 
server, in order to operate. 

2. Current changes are shown in italic and dark magenta to make it 
easier for the reader to identify them. However, if 50% or more of the 
subchapter is being revised, the italic and dark magenta can make it 
harder to identify changes. In those cases, normal black font is used 
throughout. 

3. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1111.1).
